John F. Moses, 7 4 y ears old, for­ 
mer owner and editor of the Ru sh­ 
v ille Repu blican, v eteran of the Civ il 
war, and one of the 
most 
widely 
known men of the cou nty died tliif 
morning at ten-thirty o'clock at his 
home in North Morgan street. 
Mr. Moses 
had 
been iu failing 
health for the past two y ears 
and 
while his death had been ex pected by 
the immediate family , it nev er-the- 
less came as a su rprise to a large 
circle of friends. His death was 
cau sed (by senility and 
a general 
breaking down, 
lie had been in a 
critical condition for the past week. 
His family was at'the bedside when 
the end came. Besides his widow he 
is su rv iv ed 
by one dau ghter, Mrs 
Ernest Glessner of Fort Collins, Col­ 
orado. 
In recent y ears Mr. Moses had not 
taken an activ e part in the bu siness 
life of the city . 
He retired from 
the newspaper 
bu siness 
in 19 03, 
after practically dev oting the largest 
part of his time 
to 
the printer's 
trade or the activ e management of 
a paper, 
llis most recent activ ity 
was to serv e a term 
as cou nty as­ 
sessor. 
This was the only political 
office he ev er aspired to and retired 
after fou r y ears of faithfu l serv ice. 
The fu neral serv ices will be con­ 
du cted Su nday 
afternoon 
at two- 
thirty o'clock at the First Presby ­

John F. Moses was a son of John 
and Dorcas Moses and was born in 
Delaware cou nty , Ohio, October 23, 
18 41.

printer's 
trade. At 
six teen 
y ears he went to western Missou ri 
where he worked at his trade for two 
y ears. 
In March, .18 01 he retu rned 
to Ohio and serv ed 
in Company C, 
Fou rth Ohio Volu nteer Infantry and 
Battery A, Fou rth 
United 
States 
Artillery in the civ il war. 
Follow ing 
his 
discharge 
from 
army serv ice he spent six y ears in 
Cincinnati working at the printers 
trade. 
On May 10, 18 7 0 he bou ght 
an interest in the Hu ntington Herald 
and was the editor of that paper 
u ntil October, 18<5. 
He first became 
connected with 
the Repu blican in Janu ary 18 7 7 . lie 
continu ed as owner and editor of the 
Repu blican u ntil 18 8 1 when he sold 
it to the late U. D. Cole. Mr. Moses 
iiad a great fondness for newspaper 
work and after abou t 
two y ears 
again pu rchased the plant of Mr. 
Cole. At this time he became asso­ 
ciated wdth J. Feu dner in the owner­ 
ship of the Repu blican. 
On April, 
1, 19 03 Mr. Moses retired from the 
new'spaper

Presby terian chu rch. 
The Rev . Mr. 
Aikin recalled how Jesu s pu t qu es­ 
tions to Pilate when they were to 
getlier alone in the chamber and 
placed him on The defensiv e rather 
than in the position of one who was 
condu cting the trial. 
The Rev . Mr. Aikin referred to the 
fact that Jesu s said to Pilate, “I am 
Christ," bu t did not stop with that 
He said He was the son of God. The 
minister declared that ev en thou gh 
Christ bore testimony against him­ 
self and was condemned for it, his 
testimony will 
rev erberate * down 
throu gh the ages. 
The pastor recalled how Christ 
was brou ght before 
Pilate 
at the 
second trial and that Pilate reopen­ 
ed the ease althou gh it was hoped 
that he wou ld not. 
The Jews mad'* 
three charges, not the 
same 
ones 
which were brou ght 
against Jesu s 
at the first trial. 
“Pilate knew that the charges of 
perv erting the nations and refu sing 
to pay tax es 
to 
the 
gov ernment 
were u nfou nded” continu ed the Rev . 
Mr. Aikin, 
<fbu t Pilate looked 
u p 
the charge that Christ said He was 
king. Pilate took Jesu s into the 
chamber alone and asked Him if He 
were king. 
Jesu s inqu ired whether 
Pilate was asking if he was king in 
the Roman or Jewish sense. 
Jesu s 
was fishing

all 
du ring that interv iew and Pilate did 
not take the bait. 
“There are two things abou t Pi­ 
late 
that 
shou ld 
be remembered. 
God made is hard 
for him to con­ 
demn Jesu s Christ. Pilate had a 
conscience, a sense of ju stice. 
We 
sec that in his attempts to set Jesu s 
free. 
“Pilate’s wife had a dream. 
She 
sent word to her hu sband to hav e 
nothing to do with that ju st man. 
God sent Pilate a message that way . 
God still makes it hard to do wrong, 
He speaks to men now throu gh their 
lov ed ones, making it hard for them 
to do wrong. 
“Pilate was responsible for con­ 
demning Jesu s Christ. He was gu ilty . 
I am afriad we are so mb times in­ 
clined to think he is inhu man. As I 
stu dy Pilate I see something 
that 
commends Him (o my sy mpathy and 
to y ou rs, 
lie was weak and v acil­ 
lating when he ou ght to hav e been 
strong. 
He was gu ided bv political 
influ ences. 
While Pilate was gu ilty , 
lie was not so mu ch so as the Jews 
who deliv ered Him. 
The Jews still 
bear the blood of Jesu s Christ. 
“Pilate and the civ il gov ernment 
were on trial rather than Jesu s, ju st 
as today some times in ou r cou rts 
the plaintiff and not the defendant 
is on trial. 
So, ev ery one.of u s is 
on trial as to what attitu de we as­ 
su me toward Christ. 
There is 
no 
way to tell so well what is in u s as 
by the way we act toward Jesu s 
Christ. 
“We all think if we had been in 
the position of Pilate and the ju dges 
we wou ld hav e v oted for J^su s. Per­ 
haps we wou ld. Bu t are we showing 
by ou r liv es that we are for Jesu s 
Christ?”

His death was 
caused Iby senility 
and

breaking down, lie had been in a 
critical condition for ihe past week. 
His family was at'the bedside when 
the end came. Besides his widow he 
is survived by one daughter, Mrs. 
Ernest Glessner of Fort Collins, Col- 
orado. 


In recent years Mr. Moses had not 


taken an active part in the business 
life of the city. 
He retired from 


the newspaper 
'business 
in 1903, 


after practically-devoting' the largest 
part of his time to 
the printer's 


trade or the active management of 
a paper. 
His most recent activity 


was to serve a term as county as- 
sessor. 
This was the only political 


office he ever aspired to and retired 
after four years of faithful service.

John P. Moses was a son of John 


and Dorcas Moses and was born in 
Delaware county, Ohio, October 23,

years he went to western Missouri 
where he worked at his trade for two 
years. In March, .1801 he returned 
to 0'iio and served 
in Company C, 


Fourth 'Ohio Volunteer Infantry and 
Battery 
A, Founth United States 


Artillery in the civil war. 


Following 
his 
discharge 
from 


army service he spent six years in 
Cincinnati working at the printers 
trade. On May 10, 1870 he bought 
an interest in the lluntington Herald 
and was the editor of that 
paper 


until October, 1875. 


He first became connected with 


the Republican in January 1877. He 
continued as owner and editor of the 
Republican until 1881 when he sold 
it to the late U. D. Cole. Mr. Moses 
•had a great fondness for newspaper 
work and after 
about two years 


again purchased the plant of Mr. 
Cole. At this time he became asso- 
ciated with J. Feudner in the owncr- 
•ship of the Republican. 
On April, 


1, 1903 Mr. Moses retired from the 
newspaper 
'business. Under 
the 


editorship of Mr. Moses the Repub- 
lican became one of the leading Re- 
pmblican papers in the district. 


Mr. Moses was married twice, the 


first occurring Ociobcr 18, 1870 at 
Catlettsburg, Kentucky, to

Cyril Cook after he left the

mons: "Boys!" 


Less than two years ago 
Cyril 


Cook was a typical office boy with 
a large Pall Mall firm.

joined the army. Early in 1915 his 
regiment was sent to the 
Dardan- 


elles. 


A letter to the boy's parents in 


East Finchley tells the 
story. A 


comrade detailed how the youngster 
fought in practically every impor- 
tant engagement. 


Twice he surprised his officers by 


bringing in Turks he had captured 
at the point of the 'bayonet. 


He had undertaken many danger- 


ous outpost duties and his conduct 
throughout ail engagements had won 
him high praise from the command 
ers.

ber 15th j shot through the head.

James Oliver 1823-1908. 


James Oliver, one of the' greatest 


contributors to the world's agrieul- 
;ural 
development, was 'born in 


Scotland, 1823. At the age of 12 
le came to the new world to make 
lis fortune. 
Living in New York 


for a year, he then moved to Mish- 
awaka, Ind. At seventeen he was a 
contractor; 
and two years' later 


made a success 
of the coopers' 


rade. 
'Becoming interested in iron 


works, he moved to South Bend in 
1855, bcause owner of a foundry, 
ind began to manufacture chilled 
•ast iron plows. His business -had a 
remarkable success. 
At the Phila- 


delphia exposition of 1870, he was 
jccorded first rank among the ex- 
pert agricultural inventors; and the 
fame of the Oliver plow works be- 
came international. Mr. Olive" was; 


one of the the greatest public 'bene- 
factors in Northern Indiana. Num- 
bering among his' gifts are a hand- 
some opera house; 
a magnificent 


liotel, and a large city hall. He died 
March 2, 1908.
